discussion in the senate, it would be 
impossible to get legislation 
along

ments.

m orning th a t there rem ained about 
two weeks of work before the 150 
foot channel betw een O nalaska and 
the 
m outh of Black river is com­ 
pleted. 
The high w ater, 
Captain 
Thompson says, has enabled the boats 
and 
workm en to get over bars and 
flats w here it would have been im ­ 
possible for them to have passed 
in a low stage of w ater, and the work 
has therefore been greatly assisted 
by the high stage of the river. 
Black river is now navigable for 
small boats as far as N orth Bend, a 
place to which m otorboats could nev­ 
er run before, bu t after the w ater 
recedes it will be impossible to go 
this far from La Crosse in the for­ 
m er logging stream . 
However, the 
largest steam boats will bo able to 
get to O nalaska with freight and 
passengers if thy desire. Th gov­ 
ernm ent has placed 
w hite 
m arks 
along the channel the entire distance 
above the north side, and the na\ iga- 
tion of Black river, so long hoped 
for, will soon be a perm anent real­ 
ity.
